Canadian Northern Engineers Obtain 
Almost Dead Level on The 
Western Slope. 

Vancouver, B.C.—Across the Rock- 
fes at Yellowhead Pass and over Al- 
breada Summit, separating the water- 
sheds of the south fork of the Fraser 
river and the North Thompson, the 
Canadian Northern railroad has se- 
cured lower grades than those pos- 
sessed by any other trans-continental 
railway in Canada or the United Stat- 


PICTURE SHOWE AID CHARITY 


London Has Plan to Devote Part of 
Proceeds for Destitute. 

London.—What charity gains by 
opening of cinematograph shows on 
Sundays has now been ascertained 
by a statement issued by the London 
County Council. The scheme by 
which such places may be opened on 
condition that the profits are devoted 
to charity, has been in operation for 
six months, during which period the 
sum of $31,960 has been handed over 
in the way of profit to charities. 

There are 198 picture palaces open 
under this arrangement. The gross 
receipts were $278,010, which indicat- 
es that the people spend about $10,000 
every Sunduy ir this form of Sunday 
amusement. The total expenditure 
was $246,045, of which $60,395 went 
in wags.

‘ This is the main feature contain- 
ed in a report submitted to T. H, 
White, chief engineer of the Macken- 
aie-Mann system, by W. I. Bassett, 
who was In charge of the engineering 
party engaged on permanent -location 
in that region during the past nine 
months.

This will mean 
economy of fuel and reduce general 
operating charges to the basis that 
obtains on the prairie divisions. 

On the ascent to Yellowhead Pass 
from the Alberta foothills another 
Canadian Northern engineering party 
was successful in obtaining maximum 
grades of 5-10 of 1 per cent or an 
elevation of about 22 feet per mile. 
These results surpase those achieved 
by the engineers of the Grand Trunk

LIVE STOCK FAMINE THREATENS 


Decreasing Production, and Great In- 

crease in Consumption. 

“The latest figures in my posses- 
sion point to a very serious falling 
off in beef production in Canada, 
which situation is made more grave 
by the almost phenomenal increase 
jin consumption of meat that has ta- 
ken place in this country within the 
jpast few years,” declared Dr. J. G. 
|Rutherford, Veterinary Director Gen- 
eral and Live. Stock Commissioner, to 
f representative of the Weekly Globe 
find Canada Farmer. 

Dr, Rutherford who has a_ reputa- 
tion for conservatism in his state- 
ments, views the present outlook for 
the live stock industry of Canada 
with no little alarm. A complexity of 
conditions existing in the different 
egricultural sections of Canada has 
meant a serious reduction in the 
production of meat, while the rapid 
{ncrease in population has led to 
greater consumption. The outlook is 
for still greater increase in popula- 
tion and therefore in consumption 
he asserts, and unless some action is 
taken at once, for a still greater fal- 
ling off in production, A country 
‘with the agricultural possibilities 
and the, abundance of tillable area 
which Canada has, now faces the pro- 
blem of how to provide meat for her 
scanty population.- It would appear, 
therefore, that the situation is indee! 
serious 


“Until recently it appeared as if 
Canada would always have an abund- 
ant supply of live stock of all kinds, 
not only for her own use, but for ex- 
port as well,” said Dr. Rutherford, 
“In fact, 1t seemed that the principal 
difficulty with which those . engaged 
in the live stock business would have 
to contend would be that of finding pro- 
fitable markets for an ever increasing 
and practically limitless surplus. 


“Circumstances have, however, 
brought about a very great, and to 
my mind, serious change in the live 
stock outlook. Although many of 
the new comers in western Canada 
are on the land and are, therefore, 
in a sense agricutlaurists, the condi- 
tions are such that but few of them 
are devoting any great attention to 
animal husbandry. and past exper- 
fence indicates that some consider- 
able time is likely to elapse before 
they are compelled, by the gradual ex- 
haustion of the soil, to turn to mixed 
farming and the systematic produc- 
tion of commercial live stock. For 
some time, therefore, the majority 
of these people will themselves be 
consumers rather than producers of 
meat, 

“The continued augmentation of our 
urban population, which I believe is 
due to the: extraordinary industrial 
and commercial activity, stimulated 
by the rapid development of the west 
ns well as the general progress of the 
country, has also largely increased 
the consuming, as compared with the 
producing public. Then, also, the 
tastes and habits of the people have 
changed with the times, and all this 


general prosperity has brought about 
a higher standard of living, result: 
ing in a greater per capita consump- 


products, > ; 

“Tt 1s certainly somewhat remark- 
able,” he went on, “that in view of 
these conditions the general produc- 


the distinct advance which might 
reasonably have been expected, ap- 


normal rate of increase.” 

As a consequence of these circum- 
stances, Dr. Rutnerford stated that 
the Canadian export trade in live- 
stock is decreasing in volume, and 
bids fair to shortly altogether disap- 
pear. Not only is this the case, he 
said, but imports of meat are in- 
creasing from day to day from the 
United States, the Argentine Repub- 
lic and ‘the Antipodean countries. 
For a number of years back mutton 
from Australia and New Zealand has 


een competing in the British Colum- 
ta Minesers with that from Washing- 
ton and Oregon, an occasional car 
load being shipped as far east as 
Alberta. During the past winter, 
however, frozen mutton as well as 
frozen rabbits have been landed at 
our Atlantic seaports and sold to 
Canadian consumers in Toronto and 
Montreal. 

“Recently,” sald he, “there has 
sprung up an import trade in Ameri. 
can shecp and lambs and very con- 
siderable shipments have deen made 
from Buffalo-and Chicago to Torunto 
and Huemilton.” 

Dr, Rutherford spoke enthusiasti- 
cally of the report of Messrs. Dryden 
and Ritch, the two Commissioners 
who have looked into the sheep-rais- 
ing industry in Canada and lately 
submitted their report, 

“But something more than _litera- 
ture, no matter how practical, is re- 
quired,” said he. “I feel satisfied 
that an energetic, demonstrative cam- 
paign, conducted on well considered 
lines and supported by liberal finan. 
cial assistance, would effect an im- 
menge amount of good in bringing 
many farmers to a realization of the 
unfortunate position Into which. they 
have allowed themselves to drift, by 
neglecting the main or fundamental 
principles of livestock husbandry.” 

Not only is the livestock situation 
in Canada serious, but the issues in- 
volved are of such an intricate nature 
that he and the others officially and, 
as he put it, to'a degree morally res- 
ponsible for the care and_ develop 
ment of Canadian agriculture doubt 
and hesitate with respect to remedies 
and the wisdom of their application 
The work of the Swine Commisslou: 
ers and the Sheep Commissioners spe- 
clally appointed to carry on invent: 
gations has resulted in much food, 
Dr, Rutherford believed, and tha ap- 
pointment of a couple of Commission- 
ers who would enquire into the cond! 
tlona of the beef-producing industry 
aifd report upon the same would prove 
equally beneficial, 

These Commissioners wou'd find 
that the serious falling off in pros:c- 
tion was due in a large senge to the 
changes that have taken place in the 
ranching industry of western Canada. 
They would also find that there are 
other reasons, among which may be 
reckoned the rapid development of 
the dairying industry and the con- 
sequent diminution of the nuraber of 
animals of the beef-cattle breeds pro- 
duced in the older Provinces, the 
wholesale slaughter of young calves, 
and the practice, rapidly growing 


among dairymen, especially those en- 
gaged in milk production, of buying 
cows fresh and selling them dry for 
slaughter. 

With regard to the divergency of 
view held by stock-raisers and dairy- 
men, Dr. Rutherford declared there 
has been a “most regrettable failure 
to investigate fully and fairly the 
| Shokennoane merits of the milking 
Shorthorns, or for that matter any 
class of cattl: combining milking 
qualities with beef-production.” 

Although the Canadian swine in- 
dustry is recently showing some signs 
of recovery in Ontario from the seri- 
ous depression which as a result of 
low prices overtook it several years 
ago, it is capable of an infinitely lar- 
ger development than it has ever 
seen, .e opined, In Quebec and the 
Maritime Provinces the pig industry 
has never received the attention 
which it merits, the production being 
far short of the actual requirements, 
whereas under proper conditions, he 
believed there could be a large sur- 
plus for export. 

But !n the western Provinces, espe- 
clally the hog-raising branch of the 
livestock industry has never been tak- 
en up with anything like the degree 
of Interest. or enthusiasm it warrants, 
in spite of the fact, that as Dr. Ruth- 
erford believes, with favorable mar- 
keting facilities, it is undoubtedly one 
of the best paying adjuncts of the 
grain farm.

The Single Tax 

The adoption of single tax by the province of Al- 
berta gives direct recognition to the principle that whatso 
ever are the products of labor, should not be taxed. 

If one group of men owned all the land and an- 
other group owned all the buildings, stock of goods and 
other personalty, what then? The effect would ‘be that 
the owners of the land could absolutely dictate terms to 
the owners of (hese products of labor. This situation ex- 
ists in soma degree in the city of Coronto to-day, where 
tenants pay most of the taxes and yet they are not allowed 
to vote on money by-laws whiclr really settle the trend ‘of 
civic policy. ‘Those who own big estates in Turonto are 
able to rent their houses and their own taxes to the rent. 
In many agreement forms, tenants are made to pay all 
taxes and dues ov the property -rented. The tenant is 
bearing his share of the cost of lucal government, and also 
the burden of the wealthy land owners. Sut he has no 
vote on money by-laws. He pays the taxes and his land- 
lord decides how these taxes shall be spent. 

In the older settled districts like Ontario, the single 
tax ayetem is being advocated, so that the land owners 
shall pay their fair share of the civic burden in accordance 
with the franchise privilege, which the ownership of real 
estate gives then. In a new province like Alberta, the ob- 
ject is more to make. the speculative land owner pay his 
fair share of taxation for the administration of the com- 
munity. Under the old conditions the man who develop- 
ed his property: by building on it, enhanced the business 
of the town or city and rendered the vacant lots more val- 
uable. By exempting improvements. land speculation 
will not be so lucrative. ‘Lhe taxes on vacant land will be 
so high that it will not pay to hold it until improvements): 
on adjoining property enhances its value. Those who own 
lund will either have to improve it or sell it, to those need 
will’ This will soun ext. builds aon every vacatit’ p 
in the busiuess districts, These buildings ‘will “reduer 
rents. Lower rents ‘will enable merchants to sell their 
wares for less, and that means a reduction in the cost of 
living. Those who take the trouble to argue it out will 
find that the system seems just and equitable,

In proposing to make changes in 
Canada’s fiscal system, it will always 
be necessary for the advocates of 
free trade or a reduced tariff to con- 
vince the people absolutely that the 
change will not interfere detrimentally 
with existing cdnditions.

country and the United States, as 
typically protectionist one and be- 
cause the habits, customs and stan- 
dard of living of the people of both 
are akin to those of VUanada, it fol- 
lows that a comparison of the con- 
ditions prevalent in the two countries :
